On March 31st of this year there will be placed in the 
national statutory hall at W ashing ton the figures o f Father 
J unípero Serra and Thomas Starr King . These are the two 
which have been ag reed upon. 
The final report of the com­ 
mission has just been presented to Governor Ralph and the 
statues are on their way to W ashing ton to occupy their places 
in the Hall of Fame. 
There are two places for each state, and the two for whom 
these places are selected are two clerg ymen, one a Catholic, 
the Franciscan Father, J unípero Serra, whose record is so fa­ 
miliar to all Californians, and the other, a Unitarian clerg yman 
who lived in the city of San Francisco from tS6o to 1864. 
It has occurred to us that it would l>e well to present the 
record of these two men in the editorial columns of 
The Reg­ 
ister, one each day. 
In view of the limited space, we will put 
in the story of Father J unípero Serra today, as told by Father 
St. J ohn O ’Sulliva n of the San J uan Capistrano mission over 
the radio a year ag o. 
W e will g ive the record of Mr. King 
on Monday. 
Father O ’Sulliva n’« story follows: 
“ We now shall learn something of the man who, more than 
any other man, was responsible for the glorious history of our 
State of California. 
“ O ff the eastern coast of Spain, in the Mediterranean Sea, is 
an island called Majorca. 
“ On that island in the little town of Petra, there lived a hum­ 
ble laborer named Antonio Serra and his wife was Marg arita 
Ferrer. 
To this g ood couple there was born a son on November 
24, 17 13, whom they had baptised on the day of his birth, g iv­ 
ing him the name of Mig uel J ose, or Michael Joseph. 
This child 
became Fray J unípero Serra, the Apostle of California. 
En tered Co n ven t a t

“ A t the ag e o f 16 years he entered the Franciscan convent 
in Palma, M ar jorca, to begin the long years of study for the 
priesthood. 
A t that time he w as so delicate in health and small 
in size that the Superior w as at first unwilling to receive him, 
but on learning that he had the required age, accepted him.

year later he made his profession and took the name o f J unípero, 
in memory of Brother Junípero, or Juniper, a special companion

Pray er life is reco gnized 
under ex treme co nditio ns— when in dis­ 
tress o r facing death— but a general ex ­ 
aminatio n o f their spiritual life wo uld 
sho w little o r no pro gress, and are no 
fo rce in the place spiritually — no help to 
the church— a po o r witness fo r Christ; 
fo r as far as they kno w no t o ne so ul has 
been helped by their ex ample. Do es this

SERRA AND KING HONORED

of S t Francis of Assisi, the fou nder of the 
Franciscan order. 
The 
Yo ung nov ice, Ju nípero, 
besides being frail of body, was so short of 
statu re that he wa s u nable to rench the 
bo o k 
stand when he sang in the choir. 
B u t after he 
made his v ow’s in religion he began to grow 
and reached a mediu m height. 
Ev en before 
he was old enou gh to be ordained a priest he 
earned the degree of D octor of Philosophy and |the r ,~ w ha td of k now ab ort remedie*? 
of Theology and lectu red for 23 years in Philos 
ophy at the Lu llian u niv ersity in Palm a, M a­ 
jorca. and became famou s as a u niv ersity preach­ 
er. 
Bu t he had no am bition to be k nown as 
a brilliant pu lpit orator. 
H is one bu rning de­ 
sire was to go ou t am ong those w ho had nev er 
heard of God, or of C hrist, and to bring to 
them the m essage of eternal salv ation. 
H e 
therefore offered himself as a m issionary and 
set sail from Palm a after a tender farewell to 
hi» dear parents whom he was nev er to see 
again. 
H e arriv ed at M alaga in Spain and 
took a coastwise v essel to Cadiz, where writh 
20 other Franciscan m issionaries, he embark ed 
for V era Cru z on the eastern coast of Mexico. 
“ O n arriv ing at V era C ru z he set ou t on 
foot with one companion for the C ity of M ex­ 
ico, 
e a rn in g 
nothing 
w ith 
him 
except 
a 
Franciscan habit on his back , a prayer-book 
in his hand, and an u nbou nded faith in God 
in his heart. 
On his w-ay he receiv ed k ind 
help from strangers who receiv ed him and his 
companion into their hou ses and gav e them 
bread on the road, and F ather S erra ev er re­ 
membered gratefu lly a m an who gav e them a 
pom m egranate with which they refreshed them­ 
selv es. 
One ev ening, after a long day’s walk , 
when they arriv ed v ery tired at an inn, Father 
Serra noticed that his feet were swollen, a 
condition which he attribu ted to the bites of 
mosqu itoes which were plentifu l in that low 
cou ntry. 
T hat night in his sleep he scratched 
one of his feet so m u ch that it bled. 
The 
wou nd m u st hav e become infected becau se the 
sore stayed w ith him all his life, w as a sou rce 
of great su ffering to him and, years later, al­ 
most prev ented his com ing to C alifornia. 
En ters S a n Fern a n d o 
“ They arriv ed in M exico City on Janu ary 
I. 1750. 
H e Immediately wrent to the college 
of San Fernando to be trained as a missionary 
to the Indians. 
W hen the Su perior welcomed 
him he said, ’"Wou ld that someone m ight bring 
me a whole grov e of Ju nipers lik e this one.’ 
Six m onths later he set ou t for a large dis­ 
trict northeast of M exico City called Sierra Gor- 
da, and du ring nine years work ed am ong the 
nativ es fou nding missions and training the In­ 
dians in the w’ays of civ ilization and Christian­ 
ity. 
A t the end of the nine years these mis­ 
sions were secu larized as Spain intended sec­ 
u larization to be made, in a ju st and hu mane 
way, that is, the chu rches were giv en ov er to 
the care of secu lar priests, the lands and equ ip­ 
m ent left to the Indians themselv es to owrn, 
cu ltiv ate and enjoy t h e 
fru its thereof, and 
the missionaries were transferred to new fields 
of m issionary work . 
F a the r Serra, therefore, 
retired from the S ierra Gorda cou ntry and 
retu rned to his headq u arters in M exico City. 
Tn 1767, Father S erra was sent with 
15 
companions to tak e charge of the 16 m is­ 
sions which the Jesu it Fathers had fou nded 
in lower C alifornia. 
H e was nam ed the fa­ 
ther president of all these missions. 
They ar­ 
riv ed at Loreto on the eastern side of the pen­ 
insu la of Low er California, on A pril 1, 1768, 
w’heTe Father Serra rem ained in charge and 
sent the others to their respectiv e posts. 
Pla n Exp ed itio n 
“Don Jose de Galv ez, who w’as the com­ 
mander of the expedition into tipper California, 
arriv ed in Ju ly and established him self at the 
place called Santa A na, abou t 250 miles sou th 
of Loreto. 
From this place he sent a letter 
to Father Serra explaining the proposed ex­ 
pedition to u pper C alifornia and inv iting him 
to come to Santa Ana to talk it ov er. 
Father 
Serra made the jou rney of too leagu es on foot 
and also v isited other missions to consu lt w ith 
the fathers and to arrange w ith them to go 
on the holy expedition for the spiritu al con­ 
qu est of the v ast territory along the northern 
coast. 
W hen the expedition was all ready. F a­ 
ther Serra set ou t. from Loreto w ith two sol­ 
diers and a serv ant, on M arch 28, 1769. 
On 
the way his foot, w hich always cau sed him 
su ffering, became worse, and when he cau ght 
u p w ith the second land div ision u pon Gov ­ 
ernor Portola, the gov ernor tried to dissu ade 
him from m ak ing the jou rney on accou nt of 
the terrible condition of the foot, bu t only 
elicited the reply from Father S erra that he 
had pu t his tru st in God who wou ld giv e him 
strength, not only to arriv e at the bay of San 
Diego, b u t to go on to M onterey. 
“ On the way, he m et his dear friend and 
pu pil, F ather Palou , who, being mov ed to tears 
at the sight of the u lcered foot, on where there 
was no other cov ering than a sandal, that is, 
a slipper cru dely m ade of leather straps, beg­ 
ged to go in his place, b u t F ather Serra only 
answ ered: ‘L et u s not talk abou t it. 
I hav e 
pu t all m y tru st in God.' 
“On the way, F ather Serra fou nded a mis 
» ion in Low er C alifornia which he named San 
Fernanao, to 
be a m eans of commu nication 
between the older M issions of Lower California 
a nd the new M issions he was then on his way 
to esta blish in upper California. 
O n that day, 


approached them, placed his hand on the head 
of each, as a sign of affection, and filled their j 
hands with dried fig*, which they immediate!} * 
I began to eat. 
They in tu rn m ade him a present 
j of a net made of fiber of w hat we call the 
centu ry plant and fou r large handiom e fish. 
“ A t the end of two day*’ march from the 
newly fou nded M ission, F ather Serra was in 
su ch pain from his infirm ity that he had to lie 
(prostrate on his bed, and Portola, after a v ain 
effort to indu ce him to giv e u p the jou rney, 
ordered a litter to be m ade for the pu rpose 
of e a rn ing him on the shou lders of some In­ 
dians that accompanied the expedition. 
Then 
F ather Serra called a mu le driv er, named Ju an 
A ntonio Coronel, and said to him : ‘Mv son, 
j don’t you k now how to m ak e a remedy for 
my foot and leg?’ Bu t the man replied, “ Fa- 
I am

only a mu leteer, and k now only how to cu re 
the gall sore* on the back s of the pack an­ 
imals.’ ‘Very w’ell then, m y son,’ answered F a ­ 
ther Serra, ‘consider that I am one of you r 
beasts of bu rden, and that this sore is a gall- 
sore— treat me as if I were one of you r an­ 
imals.’ 
The m u le driv er lau ghed, as did the 
rest, and said: ‘All right, Father, I will do it 
to please you .* 
Then he cru shed some tallow 
between two stones and mixed with it a few 
herbs he had gathered to mak e a pou ltice and 
applied it to the leg. 
Co n tin u es Jo u rn ey 
“Father Serra slept well that night and the 
next day attended to his ordinary du ties and 
resu med the jou rney as if nothing ailed him. 
They arriv ed at San Diego withou t fu rther 
incident. 
“ Father 
S erra 
made 
his 
headqu arter» 
in 
California at the Mission of San Carlon, on 
the hank s of the Riv er Carm elo, near M onterey. 
H e fou nded also, the next year, 1771, the M is­ 
sion of San A ntonio de Padu a, in the Santa 
Lu cia 
m ou ntains, 
some 
40 
miles 
sou th 
of 
M onterey, on the coast. 
In 1772 he fou nded 
San Lu is Obispo, and then trav eled ov erland 
to San Diego. 
A t that point, Pedro Fages, 
the com mandante, refu sed to co-operate in the 
fou nding of the next M ission, and it w as neces­ 
sary for F athe r Serra to mak e the jou rney 
down to the C ity of M exico to consu lt w ith 
the new v iceroy, Don A ntonio M aria de Bu - 
careli. 
On the way he fell ill at G u adalajara 
and nearly died, bu t recov ered, and continu ed 
on his way tow ard M exico City. 
A gain he 
fell sick at Q u eretero, and stayed for a tim e 
in the conv ent of Santa C ru z, or H oly Cross. 
From Q u eretero some years ago a friend sent 
me a photographic copy of a painting of F a­ 
ther Serra that u sed to hang in the v ery con­ 
v ent of S anta C ru z w here Father Serra had 
lain ill for some time. 
T he painting disappear­ 
ed du ring the recent trou bles there, bu t I had 
the pictu re enlarged and it now hangs in the 
mu seu m of San Ju an Capistrano. 
Fo u n d s Ca p istra n o Missio n 
“In 1776 F athe r Serra fou nded the M ission 
of San Ju an C apistrano and v isited it again 
in 1778 and in 1783 where he said m ass in the 
chu rch that is still standing and for this reason 
it is k nown as Father S erra’s chu rch. 
“A t Carm el M ission, near M onterey, Father 
S erra died on A u gu st 28, 1784. 
From the de­ 
scription of his illness I am of the opinion that 
F ather S erra died of tu bercu losis of the lu ngs. 
H e w-as bu ried in the M ission chu rch and when 
the new chu rch was finished, his body was 
mov ed and placed in the Sanctu ary where it 
now lies at Carmel M ission. 
“ Father S erra stands ou t head and shou lders 
abov e ev ery other figu re of his day in Cali 
fornia. 
H e highly deserv es the honors giv en 
to him. 
H is m onu ments stand along the Ca- 
m ino Real, or K ing’s H ighw ay, from San D iego 
to San Francisco, not only in the form of 
the M issions he fou nded bu t in appropriate 
statu es, tablets and crosses. 
They are to 
be 
seen at San Diego, San Ju an Capistrano, San 
Gabriel, San Fernando, Riv erside, M onterey, 
San Francisco and other place*. 
H e is the 
principal figu re in the Mission P lay, which 
gav e its three thou sandth perform ance at San 
G abriel one week ago yesterday. 
M ost of all, 
is he enshrined in the hearts of the people of 
C alifornia, w ho, by popu lar acclaim, hail him 
as the fou nder of civ ilization on this coast and 
the patron Saint of its destinies.’’
